BARNER'S MOTHER DES 
AT 81 AT TEXAS HOME 


Unconscious Much of Time 
Since Saturday——Speaker 
at Her Bedside. . 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Tex., Sept. 20.—Mrs. 


Sarah Jane Garner, 81-year-old 


mother of Speaker John Nance 
Garner, Democratic“ vice-presiden- 
tial nominee, died at her home 
here at 12:25 p.m. today. 

Mrs. Garnet had been ill for 
some time, but her condition be- 
came critical last week when she 
was forced to bed with what her 
physician said was general toxic 
poisoning. 

With her when she died were 
all of her living children, three 
sons and two daughters, and other 
near relatives. 

Her eldest son, Speaker Garner, 
hurried home from Washington, 
where he had gone to complete 
plans for his participation in the 
Democratic presidential campaign, 
when her critical condition became 
known Saturday. 

The funeral was set tentatively 
for tomorrow. The body will be 
placed in the family vault in the 
Detroit Cemetery alongside that of 
her husband and two of her chil- 
dren. 

Mrs. Garner died just a few hours 
after the Speaker had received a 
telegram from Gov. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt of New York, the. Presi- 
dential nominee, in which he ex- 
pressed hope that his mother “may 
be spared to you for many years.” 
Born in Texas in 1851, Daughter 

of Pianeers. 

Mrs. Garner was born in a rough- 
hewn log cabin in Red River Coun- 
ty, northeast Texas, May 20, 485i, 
after her pioneer parents had set- 
‘tled on the prairie lands of that 
area. She spent her entire life 
close to that section. 

Her father was Mark Guest, 
who came with his father from 
Tennessee in 1821, traveling up 
the Red River by steamboat. They 
lived for a time at a little village 
on the river bank. He married a 


pioneer girl named Dickson, whose‘ 


family had settled at Clarksville. 
They established their home at 
what was known as Blossom 
Prairie. 

There, on a farm, Mrs. Garner 
grew to womanhood and, like her 
mother, ‘married a frontiersman, 
John Garner Sr. The pair made 
their home in a log cabin near the 
the present town of Blossom. 

It was in this cabin that their 
son, John Nance, was born. Six 
other children were born, two of 
whom have died. 

The four others living are, Jesse 
i. Garner, Jolly Garner, Mrs. John 
R. Wright and Mrs. Maud Blair, 
all of whom live in Detroit, Tex., 
where their mother has made her 
home for the last 40 years. :

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Re- 


plying to” a telegram from Gov. 
Pinchot of Pennsylvania, asking 
for an appointment Friday to dis- 
cuss relief loans of the Recon- 
struction Finagce Corporation, 


President Hoover today sent a 
message saying he had no author- 
ity to direct the corporation's loans 

Although the President made no 
direct mention of the requested 
appointment, White House aids 
said Gov. Pinchot would not be 
received. 

The Pennsylvania Governor has 
been seeking a $10,000,000 relief 
loan from the R. F. C., since his 
original request had been denied 
on the ground that his State had 
not performed its full share toward 
relief. 

The President’s telegram follows: 

“Your telegram has been. re- 
ceived. I feel that if you will 
study the law creating the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation you 
will realize that it was set up as 
an independent agency by Con- 
gress “iih specific directions in the 
law for its conduct by its Board 
of Directors, giving to them sole 
authority in determination of loans, 

“IT have no authority or right 
therefore to direcc the board to 
make specific loans or advances 
you request, 

“The board is a 
body of eminent, patriotic and 
sympathetic men, They are en- 
gaged.in unceasing investigation of 
every application. 

“They are giving earnest and 
full consideration to information 
supplied to them and endeavoring 
to extend every aid to distress and 
proved need within their author- 
ity. I am sure you will find they 
will act fully in this spirit.”

HARRISBURG, Pa., Sept. 20.— 
Gov. Pinchot today carried to Pres- 
ident Hoover his fight with. the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion for Federal relief money for 
Pennsylvania. ! / 

In a telegram to the President, 
he complained of the failure of the 
corporation to act favorably upon 
Pennsylvania’s application for $10,- 
000,000 immediately and asked for 
an appointment with the President 
on Friday to lay this matter before 
him if the R. F. C. does not give 
Pennsylvania some money within 
the next two days. 

Two months ago Gov. Pinchot 
applied to the board for $45,000,- 
000, the maximum amount to be 
given .any state and asked that 
$10,000,000 be given at once, the 
remainder to be supplied as needed. 

The board advised Pinchot that 
the State had not done its full 
share in caring for its unemployed 
and that no Federal relief money 
would be given Pénnsylvania until 
it had exhausted its resources. 

Makes New Appeal. 

After the Legislature, in special 
session, enacted a 1 per cent gen- 
eral sales tax to provide from $12,- 
000,000 to $15,000,000-in State re- 
lief funds, the Governor again ,ap- 
plied for Federal relief money. 

“After two months of constant 
effort to get help for Pennsylva- 
nia’s 1,250,000 totally unemployed 
and their wives and children,” the 
Governor wired the President, “‘the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion still persists in its cruel, need- 
less and unexplained refusal to ad- 
vance what Pennsylvania has every 
right to ask and to get. 

“The Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation shows complete in- 
ability or complete unwillingness, 
to realize the situation in Penn- 
sylvania, and the pitiful need for 
help.

DETROIT, Sept. 20.—Gar Wood, 
America’s leading speedboat pilot, 
drove his Miss America’ X over a 
measured, mile in the St. Clair 


River today'at a speed of 124.91 
miles an hour to recapture from 
Kaye Don, British pilot, the world’s 
hydroplane speed record. 

Don, who failed two weeks ago 
in' an attempt to take the Harms- 
worth Trophy from Wood, estab- 
lished the record at,119.75 on Loch 
Lomond, Scotland, July 18. 

Wood. went after the record this 
morning with little tuning up. He 
did the warming up before ap- 
pearing on the course. Shortly he 
notified the timers he was ready, 
and, despite a drizzle, brought the 
big 48-cylinder brown-hulled Miss 
America out to roar upstream on 
the first official trial against the 
record, 

Swinging around, he shot the 
craft downstream even faster. The 
official timers announced that the 
average for the two trials had set 
the world’s record at 124.91 miles 
afi hour, exactly 5.16 miles an hour 
taster than the old mark. 

The first run, upstream, had 
been clocked at’a speed of 124.41 
Downstream, the 
craft made 125.42 miles an hour. 

In an unofficial trial yesterday 
it was clocked at 126.92 miles an 
hour. 


SWINDLERS BUYING OLD GOLD 
IN U. $. AT BARGAIN RATES 


U. S. Official Warns Against Per- 
sons Representing Themselves 
as Agents of the Mint. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Rob- 
ert J. Grant, director of the Fed- 
eral mint, issued a warning today 
against a large number of persons 
representing themselves as agents 
of the mint and offering to pur- 
chase any kind of old gold to be 
melted down. 

Sellers have been accepting the 
value placed on the old gold by 
the swindlers who have secured it, 
the director said, for from one- 
tenth to one-fourth of its value. 
The gold acquired by the swindlers 
is melted down and taken to the 
mints where it is exchanged for 
gold coin or currency. 

The law requires the Government 
to purchase all gold offered, and 
it dves this, but does not accept it 
in amounts less than $100. 

Officials of the mint said it was 
impossible for any person to esti- 
mate the actual gold content of 
jewelry and that the only way the 
value could be ascertained was to 
melt the jewelry and assay it. 

Grant asserted that purchases of 
gold by the Government in the last 
year have doubled because of the 
new racket and an increase in pros- 
pecting and placer mining.

The Government, which charges 
that Davis participated in lotteries 
allegedly held by the fraternal or- 
der and personally profited by 
them, is seeking to show that he 
was an actual dictator of all the 
ordér’s activities. 

Today defense counsel asked 
Stewart, who is the first witness at 
the trial, which began yesterday, if 
in fact Davis’ position is not ‘“‘mere- 
ly honorary.” “I would take it as 
such,’ Stewart replied. 

The Moose editor also testified 
that,-although many articles ap- 
peared in the magazine under Da- 
vis’ name, they were not actually 
written by him, but were “ghost 
written” by Stewart and another 
man. 

He said that Davis’ name was 
used on the articles to give them 
“standing,” because “Mr. Davis’ 
name is and always has been an 
inspiration to any Moose.” 

Tells of Signing Contract. 

Perry A. Shanor, who described 
himself as “‘dictator’’ of Lodge No. 
15 of the Moose in New York, told 
of entering into an organization 
agreement with Davis and of sign- 
ing a contract with Theodore Miller 
and Bernard G. McGuire, alleged 
promoters of Moose lotteries, who 
are also under indictment, 

Mathew Fischette, member of a 
Moose lodge at Clyde, N. Y., testi- 
fied that his lodge decided to give 
a charity ball after being told that 
officers of the Moose, including 
Davis, were backing it.. The Gov- 
ernment alleges that tickets to 
such balls were in effect lottery 
tickets. The prosecutor charged 
yesterday that they were conduct- 
ed with the knowledge and ap- 
proval of Davis. Fischette identi- 
fied tickets Shanor told of a draw- 
ing for prizes. 

Letters Are Offered. 

In its effort to show the former 
Secretary of Labor took part in two 
lotteries totaling $3,000 000, the 
prosecution late yesterday pro- 
duced 30. letters from Stewart to 
Senator Davis, whom it termed the 
‘“‘Mussolini of the Moose,” and 30 
letters from the Senator to Stew- 
art.

ANOTHER EFFORT TO SALVAGE 
$10,000,000 GOLD FROM SLOOP 


Two More Crews Take Up Hunt for 
British Vessel That Sank

Yellow Lines Will Carry Pas 
sengers 2.3-4 Miles for 35- 
Cent Initial Charge. 
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~ New low rates were announced 
today by the company which oper- 
ates 200 Yellow taxicabs in St. 
Louis. The minimum, or “flag pull’* 
charge is increased to 35 cents, but 
‘for that fare the passenger may 
ride 2% miles. Beyond that point 
-the rate is 5 cents for each quarter 
of a mile. 

Under the old scale, the mini- 
mum chargé was 15 certs and the 
5-cent additional charge for each 
quarter of a mile began immedi- 
ately. For a trip of 2% miles un- 
der the old scale the charge was 
65 cents. 

William J. Brown, president of 
American Taxicabs, Inc., said the 
new rates were devised to stimu- 
late taxicab riding after a survey 
showed that most of their business 
was in trips of less than 2% miles. 
“We found,” Brown said, ‘that 
trips which cost 50 cents or less 
were very popular, but cabs were 
not used extensively for trips above 
that. Our problem was to increase 
the zone in which such trips could 
be made. We decided on the 2%< 
mile trip for 35 cents and now we 
believe we can take people almost 
anywhere they may want to go for 
that price, and take the whole fam- 
ily, because there ig no charge fcr 
extra passengers."’

Coal Co. Operation of the mine| 
at full capacity requires 700 min- 
ers, but the enrollment of the lo- 
cal has been depleted because of 
unemployment. a 

William F. Davis, manager of 
the mine, announced it would be' 
reopened as soon as arrangements 
conld be made for a new charter. 
When a charter is revoked a new 
one must be granted before miners 
can work. 

Applications for membership are 
now ing received from miners 
“who will pledge allegiance to the 
United Mine Workers,” and will 
accept the $5 scale, Davis said.

IT WAS PLACED AT 


State Board Expected to 
Consider Extent to Which 
Natural Gas Puts Old 
Equipment Out of Use. 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 20.— 
An order for a new valuation of 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. 
Louis, for “rate-making purposes, 
to be made on the basis of current 
costs and material prices instead 
of the higher levels prevailing 
when the present valuation was 
fixed, will be issued soon by the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion, it was learned today. 

The revision of the rate base, 
necessitated by a ruling of the 
Missouri Supreme Court reversing 


‘’@ commission valuation and rate 


order in the Laclede’s 1927 case, 
and directing reconsideration by the 
commission, will take the form eith- 
er of a readjustment and correction 


of the former valuation to présent 
price levels, or an entirely new in- 
It is likely 
the readjustment method will be 
followed. 

Valuation $47,000,000 im 1927. 

No detailed studies have been 
made by the commission’s experts 
as to the extent the cost of gas 
properties have fallen, under cur- 
rent conditions, since the Laclede’s 
gas department valuation was re- 
vised to $47,000,000 as of Dec. 31, 
1927. This was the order reversed 
by the Supreme Court. It is quite 
likely, however, that.a readjust- 
ment to present levels will mate- 
rially lower the valuation. 

It is known that company offi- 
cials do not desire a proceeding at 
this time to reprice the inventory 
and correct the valuation to pres- 
ent levels. Price levels were high- 
er for some of the plant ‘when the 
1927 valuation, and a previous one 
in 1925, were fixed by the com- 
mission. Application now of the 
theory of reproduction new, less 
depreciation, used ‘for years by 
utilities to raise their ratemaking 
bases, would be less productive, 
with lower prices. 

One factor in a revaluation of 
the Laclede would be determina- 
tion of how much of the property 
of the company, which was used 
when it furnished only manufac- 
tured gas in St. Louis, is no longer 
used and useful in public service 
since the company is buying consid- 
erable quantities of natural gas 
from the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corporation and mixing it with ar- 
tificial gas. 

The City of St. Louis, which has 
fought for lower valuations in 
Previous cases, will probably take 
the position that some of the ex- 
isting plant no longer is a neces- 
sary part of the rate base, with the 
present service conditions, and op- 
pose retention of the entire artifi- 
cial gas plant as standby § equip- 
ment for use in emergences. 

The commission authorized the 
company to mix natural gas with 
artificial gas last March and the 
cutover to mixed gas was completed 
last July. New rates for the mixed 
gas, which had a heat standard of 
800 British Thermal Units com- 
pared to 600 B. T. U. for artifi- 
cial gas formerly furnished, be- 
came effective last Aug. 1. The 
company estimated the new rates 
for the higher heat value gas 
would save an average of 7 per 
cent for general users and 30 per 
cent for house heating customers, 
based on the volume of gas used 
in 1921. The total Saving was es- 
timated by the company at approx- 
imately $600,000 a year. 

Delay in Court 

The order of the. comnitssion fix- 
ing the valuation at $47,000,000 as 
of Dec, 31, 1927, ana authorizing 
a rate increase of approximately 
$600,000 a year, was issued by the 
commission in January, 1929, and 
was reversed by the Supreme Court 
on an appeal by the city, last No- 
vember. The mandate did not 
reach the commission until several 
months later, due to rehearing mo- 
tions filed by the company and 
movement of the case back 
through the Cole County Circuit 
Court. | 

The court held the commission 
had erred in the method used in 
revaluation of part of the property, 
that it had erred in not deducting 
from the valuation other property 
retired from public service, and 
that it should have fixed a new 
“going value” allowance instead 
of allowing. that found in a former 
valuation to stand. 

Why Valuation Has Been Held Up. 
The commission has delayed A 
suance of an order for a new valu- 
uation largely because of the 
change by the company from arti- 
ficial gas service to mixed gas.

The 
United States has already de- 
clared that it takes no part in 
that discussion. 

“We are anxious that Germa- 
ny shall continue to participate 
in the arms -conference which 
has now such promise of prog- 

ress for the entire world, and 
that she shall lend her aid in this 
great purpose.” 

This Government was represent- 
ed by a high official last night as 
standing strongly by the sanctity 
of all treaties. 

This view was among those re-

THINKS HOOVER MAY LOSE 


Island Ricnitent Argued With Assembly to 
Accept Pact Because of Possible Change 


in Control at 


Washington.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Min- 
ister Dantes Bellegarde of Haiti 


|said today the Haitian National 


Assembly had rejected the treaty 
signed by the United States Sept. 
3 on the ground that the treaty 
would have continued certain fi- 
nancial control by the United 
States Government until 1952, and 
would have failed to free Haiti 
from the possibility of protracted 
occupation by United States Ma- 
rines. 

At the same time, Minister Belle- 
garde said he had received the of- 
ficial explanation of the treaty 
given to the assembly by President 
Stenio Vincent, before the pact 
was rejected, in which President 
Vincent suggested the possibility 
of a change in President Hoover's 
Haitianization program as a re- 
sult of the November presidential 
elections. 

The now ahrogated Haitian con- 
stitution of 1918 was drafted while 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Democratic 
presidential nominee, was Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy. 


“Mr. Roosevelt,” Bellegarde’ 
said, “has denied that he drafted 


this constitution. Nevertheless, 
President Vincent felt that the 
possibility of a change in the po- 
litical situation here made it ad- 
visable to accept the treaty which 
the present administration of- 
fered.” 

The Hoover administration’s pro- 
gram had returned to Haitian con- 
trol three departments formerly 
controlled by the United States 
Government, but had not with- 
drawn control by the United States 
of Haitian finances and had not re- 
moved the Marines: 


Several weeks ago the State De- 
partment rejected a Haitian pro- 
posal for a new fiscal agency and 
frowned on a suggested refund- 
ing of American loans before sche- 
duled maturity. 

“It is better,” President Vin- 
cent’s explanation said, “to profit 
by the present disposition of the 
American Government to estab- 
lish, once and for all, the position 
of this Government with relation 
to the United States, thus avoid- 
ing the risk of a change of men, 
ideas and policies which may come 
about in the United States by 
1936.” 


WHOLE TOWN DIGGING 
FOR BURIED TREASURE 


Roman, Byzantine and Serbian 
Coins Dug Up Almost Weekly 
in Pirot, Jugo-Slavia.

PIROT, Jugo-Slavia, Sept. 21.— 
Here in the heart of old Serbia 
every man hopes to fina his gol- 
den fortune in his own back yard 
Instead of weaving their famous 
Oriental rugs, all the Pirot work- 
men recently have been digging 
for hidden treasure. All the farm- 
ers around the town, and even the 
rich tradesmen are digging. 

Laborers digging a foundation 
found a pot of Roman coins worth 
a fortune. Since then almost week- 
ly finds of Roman, Byzantine and 
ancient Serbian gold and silver 
have kept the populace intensely 
excited. 

Two farmers digging a_ well 
struck two beautiful vases full of 
the fat golden coins of Constan- 
tine, Emperor of Byzantium. Ina 
fight over the division, one of them 
was killed and the other, loading 
up a bag with all the gold he 
could carry, disappeared. 

A poor old spinster dug up a 
lot of old Serbian coins, and at 
once reburied them to _ conceal 
them from the Government, which 
takes a lion’s share of ownerless 
property excavated. The news of 
her iuck reached the gendarmes’ 
ears.

SOVIET EXPELS WOMAN WRITER 
FOR PRISON CAMP ARTICLES 


Rhea Clyman, Toronto, Accused of 
Misrepresenting Conditions; Or- 
dered to Leave in 24 Hours.

MOSCOW, Sept. 20.—Rhea Cly- 
man, a Toronto, Canada, corre- 
spondent here for the London 
Daily Express, and newspapers in 
Canada, was ordered expelled from 
Soviet Russia today on a charge 
of writing false news about the 
country. 

The order followed recent pub- 
lication by the Daily Express of a 
series of articles she wrote, pur- 
porting to revegl methods em- 
ployed by the secret police at a 
Prison timber camp near Kem, in 
Northern Russia. These articles 
and several] others she had written 
in recent months were quoted at 
length today in the newspaper 
Izvestia, which attacked her in a 
half-page editorial as a “provoca- 
teur from the Bourgeois camp.” 

Miss Clyman, who is 28 years 
old, is now at Tiflis. She tele- 
graphed a friend here that she had 
received the order of expulsion last 
Saturday over the signature of 
Yagoda, “vice-chairman of the 
Ogpu, or secret police. She was 
directed to leave the country with- 
in 24 hours. 

She has been in 
years, contributing to numerous 
newspapers and magazines in Can- 
ada and England. At present she is 
accompanying Alva Christensen 
and Mary L. de Give, two Aatlanta, 
Ga., girls, on a motor tour of 
Southern Russia. The local Ogpu 
branch served the order when the 
party reached Tiflis. The American 
girls are not affected. 


SALE OF RUSSIAN BONDS 
IS BARRED IN MISSOURI 


Stockard Orders Kansas City Firm 
to Quit Offering Securities 
to Public. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 20.— 
State Securities Commissioner F. 
T. Stockard today issued an order 
to Edgerly R. Bailey & Son, secur- 
ity dealers of Kansas City, to make 
no further attempt to sell Russian 
bonds to Missouri investors, under 
a plan suggesting large profits 
might be realized if and when the 
present Russian Government re- 
deemed the bonds. tockard also 
issued a warning to the public 
against buying the securities. 

Stockard said, that the secur- 
ities were not qualified under the 
Missouri “blue cky” law, and that 
the Kansas City firm had no li- 
cense from the State to deal in 
securities. 

Circulars issued by the firm 
stated there was a chance for “‘tre- 
mendous profits” in these Russian 
bonds, if the United States rec- 
ognized the present Russian Gov- 
ernment and if the present Rus- 
sian Government decided to re- 
"deem the bonds. It was suggest- 
ed investors might make nrofits 
ranging from 900 per cent to 3500 
per cent by holding these bonds.

OHIO METHODIST CONFERENCE 
MAKES ATTACK ON CAPITALISM 


Declares for Socialized Ownership 
and Control of Finanical and 
Industrial. Systems.

WOOSTER, O., Sept. 20.—Social- 
ized ownership and control of the 
country’s finanical and industria! 
systems as a substitute for capital- 
ism was recommended today in a 
report adopted by the Northeast 
Ohio Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church.

IN NORTH DAKOTA 
JOIN FARM STRIKE 


Producers There Agree to 
Withhold Perishable Com- 
modities From the Market 
Indefinitely. 


By the Associated Press. 

WORTHINGTON, Minn., Sept. 
20.—The farm strike has extended 
to 30 counties in North Dakota. 

The sale of non-perishable farm 
products has been ordered halted 
indefinitely in North Dakota by 
backers of the strike. 

Picketing, started in the Worthe- 
ington section by the Nobles Coun- 
ty unit of the Farmers’ National 
Holiday Association without ap- 
proval of national or state officers, 
brought out 400 farmers to patrol 
the highways. There was one 
minor skirmish yesterday. 

The blockade by striking farmers 
today left livestock pens unfilled 
at the local yards and deprived 
other shipping agencies of usual re- 
ceipts of grain and other nonper- 
ishable farm products. The pickets 
kept an all-night vigil in damp 
cold camps on the nine roads into 
Worthington. 

Some farmers said livestock ship- 
ments that ordinarily passed 
through here were being routed to 
outtets elsewhere, particularly at 
Sioux City, Ia., not far away, where 
the only previous picketing was 
done. 

A leak that permitted several 
truck loads of livestock to reach 
the local yards yesterday for ship- 
ment last night by rail was stopped 
overnight. 


At the nine main picket camps, 
large logs rested at road sides in 
easy position to be placed across 
the highways. On one highway the 
pickets had a bale of woven wire 
fencing for a rampart. Virtually 
all the pickets carried cluba

should be under regulation, that the railroads should 
“have more effective opportunity fo reduce operat- 
ing costs,” and concluded his brief paragraph with 
advising Congress to read the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s reoommendations. 

It Was eo castially ‘done that the railroad feature 
of the message figured scarcely at all in the press 
comment. At Salt’ Lake City, Mr. Roosevelt went 
into the railroad question with penetration and thor- 
oughness. The speech was, in our opinion, the ablest 
effort he has thus far made in the campaign. It has 
been Well received. Two railroad presidents are quoted 
in approval. Also a spokesman of railroad labor. And 
when a8 competent a critic as Donald Richberg, gen- 
eral counsel of the railroad brotherhoods, declares 
that the speech shows “a sympathetic understanding 
of the interrelated interests of shippers, investors and 
employes, and offers a concrete and coraprehensive 
progfam which ean honestly be described as both 
conservative and progressive,” that is, we suppose, 
praise from Sir Hubeft. 

But sitive the charge of plagiarism has been made, 
we should like to point out two expressions in the 
Salt Lake City speech which have not been taken from 
anything whispered or printed about the railroads by 
the administration at Washington. First, with re- 
gard to railroad Management: “There has been en- 
tirely too Much maheuvéring for positioh among the 
railrdads themselves in the past 10 years,” said Mr. 
Roosevelt. 
holding companies whosé financial opérations were, 
to say the least, not generally beneficial te the de- 
velopment of transportation.” 

That was gently pit. More vigorous language 
could properly have beefi used, and particulars cited. 
The présént émbarfassment of many of the fail 
roads is, in latge measure, the result of unwise spec- 
ulation. Sometimes it was done through holding 
compahiés, as in the case of the Pennsylvania’s un- 
fortunate purchasé of Wabash stock. Sometimes by 
directorates, as in the case of thé Fris¢o’s disastrous 
plunge in Rock Island and its later flyer in Gulf, Mo- 
bile & Northern. If the Fris¢to had in its treasury 
today the $11,000,000 hazarded in those two ventures, 
its distress would not be nearly so acute. So, along 
with the subsidized competition of bus and truck, of 
which the railroads justly complain, unwise manage- 
ment has contributed to the unhappiness of many 
railroads. 

Nobody connected with the Hoover administration, 
so far as we are aware, has reproved the manage: 
ment Of any railroad for “playing the market.” It 
is a censurable practice, neveftheless, and ofie which 
cannot further be tolerated. 

Again, Mr. Roosevelt says, “It is clear to me that 
all the mé@n and women who are employed in our 
great transportation systems afe entitled to the high- 
est possible Wages that the industry can afford to 
pay.” There may be “politica” in that sentiment. It 
may be characterized as a bid for the railroad labor 
vote. “Politics” or not, it is a sound e¢tonomic posi- 
tion. Its truth is applicable to all industries. Con. 
sumer demand is not merely the barometer of pros- 
perity. It is indispensable to prosperity. The high- 
est possible wages that industry can afford to pay is 
the policy which enlightened capital, from the ex- 
perience of the depression, must recognize as essen- 
tial to prosperity. 

The Roosevelt program for rehabilitating the rail- 
roads, taking them out of the red and keeping them 
permanently in the black, is a seven-point procedure. 
He would commit the Government to stand back of 
the railroads for a definite period. He would over- 
haul Federal laws affecting receiverships so as to 
reduce the excessive, not to say extortionate, coats 
of that pfocess. He would place the regulation of 
competing motor carriers under the*Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. He would amend and liberalize 
the policy of enforced competition. He would expe- 
dite consolidations, lawful and in the publice interest. 
He would place the so-called railroad holding com- 
panies definitely under the regulation of the Inter- 
State Commierfce Commission. And the attitude of 
the Government would be that of encouragement and 
co-operation rather than that of restriction and re- 
pression. ea 

There is no reason why the relations between the 
Government and the railroads should not be friendly, 
no reason why the Government's action in the part- 
nership should not be depefdably and generously 
helpful. There is every reason why it should be. The 
railroads are Our major public enterprise, in which 
everyone with an invested dollar is a shareholder, in 
which every one of us has a stake. It will take time 
to effect the reorganization, junk the superfluous 
lines, abolish ruinous competition, squeeze the water 
out and establish the managerial ideal that the rail- 
road executive is a public official, a trustee of public 
funds. It is a job for Hercules, but Uncle Sam is of 
Herculean size. 
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WHEN A ROBOT GETS ROUGH. 

For several years, ingeniously contrived automa- 
tons have been astounding audiences by performing 
various household and mechanical tasks. It seemed 
the day was about to dawn when robots would do 
the world’s routine work, with no back talk, strikes 
or requests for a day off, at a cost of nothing per 
day except for a little current, a shot of machine oil 
once in a while and a spare part Occasionally. Ap- 
parently, the creatures were too dumb to realize what 
they were getting into, but now a rebellious super- 
robot, a sort of mechanical Spartacus, enters the 
news with behavior that dims the prospect for a me 
chanically-conducted world. This atitomaton, says a 
dispatch from Brighton, England, not only shot its 
master in the hand, but twice brought its determined 
steel fist down upon his head.

This omits from consideration Cle- 
menceau’s note to the German delegates assuring 
them that général limitation would follow their coun- 
try’s acceptance of the terms. It overlooks also 
Afticlé 8 of the League Covenant, in which the mem- 
bers “fécognize that the maintenance of peace re- 
quires the reduction of national armaments to thé 
lowest point consistent with national safety”—a 
statemént that has been followed by actual increasés 
in arms by most of those membefs. 

Thesé are the items on which Lioyd George, in his 
trénchant article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
charges that “the vietori6us fiations havé shamelessly 
broken faith.” As a member of the Big Four which 
framed the treaty, Lloyd George is,in position to 
spéak With authority as to what that treaty meant. 
Germany sees hefself in the position of & party to a 
contfatt which has been breathed by the other party. 
Lioyd George admits thé accufacy of this view, but 
official England will not concede it. 

The world will agree with Bngland that this is an 
unfortunate time for Geftiany to precipitate such a 
controversy.

Undoubtedly the most feared slugger that ever 
lugged a load of war clubs to the plate, Ruth has not 
always been at his best in world series. But we will 
never forget one golden afterfoon at Sportsman’s 
Park in 1926 which turned gray and desolate as 
Babe hit one home run after another—three in a¥—— 
one of them a terrific line drive that would not let 
up until it landed in the centerfield seats. He re 
peated that feat in the 1928 series. 

We recall, too, that Rogers Hornsby, chucking brav- 
ado for victory in the series, gave orders to his pitch- 
ers not to pitch to Ruth after that performance, and 
this, in turn, brought forth an indignant protest from 
Heywood Broun. The gist of Broun’s complaint ‘was 
that this was a cowardly policy, and unfair to the 
customers Who paid to see the Babe crucify the Car- 
dinal pitchers.

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“HERE COMES THE LAW!” 
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Relief in the Fourth Winter 


By Walter Lippmann. 


OWEBVER hopeful one may be as to the 
J wxeiinooa of definite improvement in 
business, it is none the le&s cértain that 

in the coming winter human need will be 
greater than at any time within our méemo- 
ries. It is a conservative estimate of ths 
prospect to say that the number of those 
who need help will be at least a8 largé as it 
Was last winter, that the intensity of their 
neéd will be many times more acute and 
that the nofmally available resources of 
public and private charities will be seriously 
reduced. At the same time, it is fo less 
evident that evén at this point if the de- 
pression theré exists the wealth to providé 
for the néédy if only the method of tapping 
it économically and of distributing it effi- 
ciently ¢an bé improvised quickly enough. 

The utmost that anyone dares to hope for 
from business recovery is that by the be- 
ginning of the winter industry will have 
reabsorbed about as many meén as have lost 
their jobs sifice last wiftter. If by January 
thé Volume of unemployment is no larger 
than it was last January, all that can fairly 
be expécted Will havé been achieved, In 
terms of statistics, that Would be a very 
large méasure Of recovery. Yet it would 
only lift thé country out of a condition of 
almost complete paralysis back to a condi- 
tion of deep dépression.* Nobody in a posi- 
tion to judge expects more, I think, and no- 
body has the right to count ohm any more. 

From the positivé measures to create jobs 
—by the public works prégram of the Fed- 
eral Govérnment, by the bold use of the 
crédit now available for self-liquidating 
projects and by the sharing of jobs through 
reduction of hours—only a rélatively small 
amount of rélief can be éxpected. For, al- 
though thefe Are tio figures to prove it, it is 
probably correct to say that the Federal 
wofks projécts combined will barely offset, 
if they do offset, the retrénchments which 
local communities have had to make, 

* . s 

As for the reduction Of hours in order to 
multiply jobs, the movement wotild be im- 
mensely successful if it provided for oné tn- 
employed pergon in 10, and of coursé it must 
be remembered that in most wdérk-sharing 
schemes the cost falis upon the employed 
workers and reduces their ability to provide 
for their dépendent families and friends. 


It ig safer to conclude, therefore, that all — 


of thesé measures combined, with all the 
prospect Of recovery, will do no more than 
to coufiteract conditions which would oth- 
erwise have made the volume of unémploy- 
ment greater than it was last winter. But 
if the vdlume is as gréat, the intensity of the 
neéd will be greater than last winter, That 
is universally Fecofnized sifice, as thé Presi- 
deft pointéd out, the longer a Man remains 
unemployed the less he hag left with which 
to support himself. 

The fundamental difficulty in mobilizing 
Our resources ig that money has to be ob- 
tained through #06 many different channels. 
Those who have money to give are expected 
to give directly to neighbors ‘and triends, 
to give to private institutions ke hospitals 
and organized charities, to give in local 
taxes, in state taxes and in the Federal taxes, . 
All these channels have to be kept open be- 
cause through each of them flows indispen- 
sable relief. The result is that the different 
relief agenciés are competitive, and the giv- 
ers are often at a loss to know how they 
ought to divide up. 

It is a bad system. But @ better one can« 
not be established this winter. The money 
needed —_ have to be raised by voluntary 
contributio

system so bad is that the prospect of Féd- 
éral help tends to rélax the éfforts of the 
states, the prospects of state help téfids to 
relax the efforts of localities, the prospect of 
governmeént action in géneral tends to para- 
lyze the support of private charities. 

It follows that the gfréatest immediate 
task of the relief agencies is to bring home 
to the cofisciousness of the people the fact 
that they have to contfibuté, not through 
one channel, but thréugh many. It is & 
great task but it might becOme more mah- 
agéable if in each Community a budget could 
be drawh up showing the citizen what will 
be needed for the winter and how the costs 
ought to he divided between thé private and 
the various public agencies.

If, in addition, matters could be arranged 
a0 a8 to Gentralize @ll private contributions 
to rélief and to the normal philanthfopies 
of a community, it would give the citizen 
more méastire of his Obligation. If, then, 
taxation for relief could be segregated from 
othér tax bills s6 as to distinguish it dearly, 
it would, I think, be More cheérfully and 
generously accepted. 

The difficulty of the problem this winter 
lies in the fact that an unprecedénted need 
has to bé met by an antiquated machinery. 
We are organised on the assumptions of the 
early nineteenth century, when it was still 
a fact that the unemployed man could go 
Weat afd find 4 new home. Our system of 
rélief is based on & denial that cyélical un- 
employment is @ characteristic of modérn 
industry.

For it can 16 longer be doubted that, with 
the best wisdom anywhere available, there is’ 
no likelihood that the next period of good 
times will not be succeeded by a period -of 
bad times. And if that is the truth of the 
matter, is theré atiy escape from the cori- 
clusion that insurance funds should be ac- 
cumulated in the good times and a niachin- 
ery set up for distributing them? 

Thus, while we have to make the best of 
the system we have, it being the only sys- 
tem available, there is no need to pretend 
that it is a good One or that a more prudent 
and orderly one is beyond our powers.

The present system of 
distributing the powers of the State govern- 
mént among six élective officers, each of 
whom is independent of the other, is not 
in accord with modern opinion as to the 
most efficient form of government. 

“Nor is the situation helped any by the 
practice of creating boards and bureaus 
which overlap, in terms of service, the Gov-

‘pfiving him of control, even over depart- 
Ments as to which he is given nominal 
chargé. I believe that the best way to od- 
tain efficiency and economy in government 
is to make it easy, not hard, for the people 
to change their public servants; to make it 
easy, not difficult, for the people to place 
résponsibility for extravagance and ineffi- 
cléncy.”

Webster Groves Astronomer Bases 
His Calculation on the Pre- 
cession of the Equinoxes. 


Autumn will begin next Friday | 


morning at 15 minutes and 20.74 
seconds past midnight, and not to- 
morrow, as is a popular belief, ac- 
Wesley Simpson, 
Webster Groves astronomer. In 
support of his calculation, Simp- 
son cites the precession of the 
equinoxes, which, he points out, 
causes the autumnal equinox to 
advance 50.2 seconds each year. 

The precession of the equinoxes, 
he explains, méans a slow move- 
ment of the plane of the equator, 
which determines the position. of 
the equinoctial points. This move- 
ment is caused by the attraction 
of the sun and moon on the equa- 
torial protuberance of the earth, 
the earth being a spheroid slight- 
ly flattened at the poles and‘ bulg- 
ing at the equator. 

Although, of course, the moon 
is much smaller than the sun, its 
influence in this respect is more 
than twice that of the sun because 
of its comparative nearness to the 
earth. At any rate, the influence 
of. these bodies on the equatorial 
plane causes the equinoctial points 
to move slowly among. the stars at 
the rate of about 560 seconds an- 
nually, according to Simpson. 

Hence, he says, Friday, and not

nomical start of the fall season.
